Possibility th at the merchants'? 
of Palm Springs m ay unite in the 
operation of a large autom obile 
parking lot on the Indian R eser­ 
vation, loomed this week follow ­ 
ing a city-w ide m eeting spon­ 
sored 
by the Retail M erchants 
com m ittee of the Palm Springs 
cham ber of commerce. 
Earl Hough, chairm an of a sub­ 
comm ittee w hich reported to the 
m eeting on the subject of off- 
street parking, 
told the group 
that property for the parking lot 
is available on the reservation 
w ithin tw o blocks of the center 
of the city, and th at it w ill ac­ 
commodate a total of 250 autom o­ 
biles. 


AUTHORITY GIVEN 


The group at the m eeting au­ 
thorized Hough to proceed with 
negotiations for leasing of the 
property and asked his com m it­ 
tee to prepare a complete state­ 
m ent of estim ated cost of instal­ 
ling the lot and m aintaining it 
on a 24-hour basis. The com m it­ 
tee report is expected to be pre­ 
sented to another m eeting to be 
called next wek.

established 
about 
Jan u ary 
1,” 
C aptain W illiam H. Short, m edi­ 
cal officer in charge of th e hos­ 
pital, stated this week. The cap­ 
tain said he had been orally noti­ 
fied by the E leventh N aval dis­ 
trict th at the hospital w ould be 
disestablished about Jan u ary 1, 
but th at as yet no official word 
has come from W ashington, D.C. 
Captain Short said he is m ak­ 
ing preparation for the closing of 
the Banning navy installation on 
January 1 and is disposing of pa­ 
tients as rapidly as possible. 
W hen the hospital is closed it 
will come under th e jurisdiction 
of the chief of the bureau of 
docks and yards w hich w ill dis­ 
pose of it. A public works officer 
will take charge. 
The Banning hospital, origin­ 
ally constructed 
by the arm y, 
which used it only a short tim e 
before the CAMA was discontin­ 
ued, was turned over to the navy 
in the spring of 1944.

and

A rum or, w hich seems to be 
w ell founded, is that the well- 
know n H ighland Springs resort, 
nestled against th e hills between 
Banning and Beaum ont, is being 
sold to a group of Los Angeles 
hotel men. 
The property has an im portant 
place in the history of the San 
Gorgonio Pass 
for it was here 
th a t 
the 
f i r s t 
w hite 
settler 
brought his fam ily 
and 
estab­ 
lished the first perm anent home 
in the San Gorgonio Pass. In the 
spring of 1853, Dr. Isaac W illiam 
Sm ith came to th e Pass from San 
B ernardino in search of some of 
his cattle. 
L ater 
in 
the 
year 
he purchased from Paulino Wea­ 
ver, who lived w ith the Indians, 
his portion of the San Gorgonio 
rancho. 
Dr. and Mrs. Sm ith and their 
seven children chose for th e spot 
on which to construct their home, 
the mouth of the wooded canyon, 
w here the present 
hotel 
now 
stands. This becam e Sm ith's sta­ 
tion on the stage line through the 
Pass. 
The Sm ith ranch was sold in 
1884 to a company 
w hich 
re ­ 
nam ed it H ighland Home. This 
com pany built a three-story hotel 
on the property.

Incentive, Production, and Profit 
Equal Abundance 
, 


Often those who have the most, do the most 
kicking. 
Apparently that is as true of nations as of 
individuals. 
The uproar in this country over prices, 
wages, production, purchasing power and living stand­ 
ards, ignores the great advantages we enjoy. 
The only possible way of measuring Am erica's 
material abundance is by citing undramatic figures. 
Although our country includes only about seven per 
cent of the world's land area and seven per cent of the 
world's population, it has, for example, been produc­ 
ing and using more than two-thirds of the world's pe­ 
troleum and the world's motor vehicles, and consum­ 
ing more than one-half of the world's rubber supply. 
Our per capita consumption of oil is thirty times the 
average of the rest of the world. 
The energy content 
of this oil is equivalent to the work of forty slaves for 
every individual in the United States— and it is in 
such convenient and concentrated form that no num­ 
ber of slaves— or of horses— -could do what it does for 
the average American, particularly in the field of trans­ 
portation. 
If we do not get the things that the optimists 
prophesy in the postwar era, it will be no one's fault 
but our own. 
The great benefits derived by all the 
people from petroleum were not brought about simply 
because the oil was in the ground. They were brought 
about because thousands of persons worked hard, 
from management down to the lowliest roustabout. 
The tragic fact is that in the midst of our abun­ 
dance, we seem to have forgotten that it did not 
come easily. 
Oil is but one illustration. 
In propor­ 
tion, as we kill incentive, limit production, and destroy 
profit, we will lose our abundance. 


NOT ALONE 


A petition signed by a group of Rhode Island citi­ 
zens and submitted to the President of the United 
States, protests against the continued trend toward 
socialism in the United States. 
It touches on the 
problem of federal debt with the statement that: 
"A fter the costs of this war have been fully paid, we 
shall have a net federal debt of not less than $250 bil­ 
lion, and probably considerably more. 
Furthermore, 
we shall have a postwar budget greatly exceeding any­ 
thing we have hitherto known in peace time. 
A debt 
of $250 billion would mean an average per person of 
over $1,800. 
For a family of five the amount would 
be $9,000. 
"Let us take the figure of $ 1,800 per person and 
apply it to the state of Rhode Island. 
According to 
the 1940 census, Rhode Island then had a population 
of 713,346. 
A t $1,800 per person, Rhode Island's 
share of the federal debt at the end of the war would 
be $ 1,284,000,000 as compared with its own state debt 
of a little more than $2 I million. 
"The average rate of interest on the federal debt 
at the present time is about 2 per cent. 
O n the basis 
of population, Rhode Island's share of the interest 
alone on a federal debt of $250 billion would be $25,­ 
680,000, a sum which is over $4 million greater than 
the principal of the state's present debt. 
In other 
words, the amount of interest payable in one year on 
Rhode Island's share of the federal debt at the end of 
the war would retire the entire state debt and leave 
over $4 million besides. 
Rhode Island's case is not 
unique."

traffic accidents caused by white 
line straddlers in California ever 
since the removal of gasoline ra­ 
tioning restrictions, Chief of Po­

urged drivers to “stay on their 
own side of the road.” 
The chief said several cases 
have been reported recently in 
which accidents were caused be­ 
cause line straddlers refused to 
yield the right of way and pull 
over to the right hand side of 
the highway when other drivers 
attempted to pass them. In one 
such accident in the southland, 
both drivers were killed and the 
occupants of a third car were in­ 
jured. 
“Line straddling is a bad habit 
a lot of drivers developed during 
the days of restricted travel when 
traffic was light,” the chief said. 
“They got by with it then but 
they can’t do it under present 
congested conditions. Play safe 
and stay on your own side!”

All were arraigned this week on 
charges of grand larceny and will 
be given their preliminary hear­ 
ing in Judge Guy Pinney’s court 
at 11 a.m., December 12. Bobbie, 
however, being a 
minor, 
was 
turned over to the juvenile au­ 
thorities in Riverside. 


RAID AUTOMOBILES 


The three Stite brothers are 
specifically charged with the theft 
of telephone tools valued at more 
than $200, in a complaint signed 
by 
Boyd 
Moore, of 289 North 
Palm Canyon drive. But accord­ 
ing to Police Chief August Kett­ 
man, 
Sergeant 
Stanley 
Ehlert 
and Patrolman Bob Phillips, they 
were also asserted to have been 
the gang of thieves who have 
been pilfering Palm Springs auto­ 
mobiles of blankets, tools, and ac­ 
cessories for more than a month. 
A considerable amount of this 
loot was recovered from a secret 
cache near the city dump. The 
police also said that the asserted

The Wilson 
brothers are alleged to have ap­ 
propriated tires from the wheels 
of an automobile in Indio and are 
facing petty theft charges in that 
city, Chief Kettman said.

“I’ve heard Lola pleading with 
Charlie to quit his cloudy ways,” 
declared the uncle. “That boy is 
no good. He has never held a job 
in his life with the exception of 
just a little while. He spent most 
of his time driving from here to 
Oklahoma and back. He is the one 
who led his brothers into wrong 
with the law.” 
Fred Stite is also married and 
the father of three children rang­ 
ing in age from four years to one 
month. For eight months in 1942, 
he was in the army but was dis­ 
charged because of an accident 
to his knees. 
“I’m innocent,” he claimed from 
behind jail bars. “I tried to talk 
my younger brother Bobbie, into 
staying away from Charlie and 
go back to Oklahoma, but Char­ 
lie out-talked me. I want him to 
go home and back to school as 
soon as I can get him out of this 
mess.” 


ADMITS CHARGE 
And Bobbie, only 
17, in a 
signed statement now 
in the 
hands of the Palm Springs police 
department, declared that when 
he was 13 years of age, he was 
arrested for rape of a 15 year old 
girl in Tulsa, Oklahoma. He ad­ 
mitted being arrested for this of­ 
fense, according to the statement, 
and imprisoned for a short time. 
There were other testimonials 
of admitted complicity in asserted 
petty thievery, accusations, charg­ 
ing that Charlie urged his brother 
Bobbie to steal tires, for which 
he would pay him $1 each, and 
then refusing to do as promised. 
There was the story of “Dirty 
Mary” somewhere in Coachella 
Valley, who acted as a fence for 
the stolen tires, and accessories. 
And then the uncle again, who 
reiterated that Charlie is “just 
plumb no good.”

For one thing, they lack uni­ 
form ity.

no choice. U ntil the law m akers 
can be persuaded to change the 
form or perm it some option in 
publishing the notice, not much 
can be done. 
B ut even such draw backs do 
not lessen th e im portance of or 
necessity for the public notice. 
N or are they any excuse for fail­ 
u re to com ply fully w ith the laws 
on notice. U ntil im provem ent can 
be made, th e best possible use 
should be m ade of existing facili­ 
ties to give notice.

HERE’S HOW TO

“How can we select a Christmas 
tree that holds its needles?" Is a 
question fathers and mothers ask 
year after year. 
The answer depends on the type 
of tree you buy and the care you 
give it once you set it up. 
All trees tend to drop their leaves 
after they are cut and stored in a 
dry room. But some

The ideal Christmas tree is the 
fir. It resembles the spruce except 
that its needles are not sharp. The 
needles stay on the tree for a long 
time, and become a golden brown 
before they finally drop off. 
Nee­ 
dles of the Douglas fir are flat and 
soft to the touch. This popular tree 
can be easily identified by examin­ 
ing the cones which have small ap­ 
pendages on each side. 
Pines have never been very popu- ¡ 
lar as Christmas trees, in spite of 
the fact that they do not shed their 
needles easily. This is most likely 
due to their unsymmetrlcal appear­ 
ance which does not closely resem­ 
ble the traditional Christmas tree. 
No matter what kind of Christmas 
tree you select, it will hold its nee­ 
dles longer if it is standing in water. 
Place a little water in the base of 
your tree stand and you will be both­ 
ered less with falling needles than 
you were last year.

understand why men who 
were forced to enter the armed services and 
have been deprived the companionship of their 
mothers, fathers, wives and children, and all the 
luxuries of civilian life, must continue to make 
such sacrifices, especially since thousands of the 
former essential workers now refuse to work. 


The principal job remaining for the soldiers 
is to police Germany, Japan and other occupied 
countries.

Rights in Purchase 
Of Surplus Goods 


New regulations governing the 
purchase of surplus government 
property by veterans, just an­ 
nounced by headquarters of the 
Ninth Service Command, includes 
the extension of credit and more 
liberal 
rules 
in 
expediting 
a 
greater turn-over in the sale of 
material to ex-soldiers. 
Among the new rules govern­ 
ing the sale of surplus property to 
ex-servicemen arc: The iimit of 
$2500 of each veteran’s purchase 
has been increased; those on final 
furlough or term inal leave are 
now eligible to purchase; it will 
no longer be necessary for him 
to own his own business; he may 
apply to any Smaller War Plants 
corporation for assistance; that 
the disposal 
agency 
may now 
ship, bill and collect directly from 
the veteran; prices will not be 
greater than the lowest price of­ 
fered to any trade 
level 
and 
SWPC may act as the veteran’s 
own purchasing agent. 


Disposal agencies are author­ 
ized to extend credit 
on 
pur­ 
chases by veterans, the announce­ 
ment states, and it is anticipated 
arrangements for handling this 
will shortly be established.

Value of Local Airport Shown as 
Douglas C-74, One of World's 
Largest Planes, Lands Here 
The golden opportunity that lies within the grasp of Palm 
Springs in the acquisition of the local airfield and its operation as 
a municipally-operated port was again forcibly demonstrated last 
week. 
One of the largest land planes4 
ever constructed, built by Doug­ 
las Aircraft company, was flight 
tested at the local airport last 
week by Pilot Ben Howard, chief 
test pilot of that concern. 
ABOVE AVERAGE 
It was pointed out that 
the 
plane which weighs empty at 
around 75,000 pounds, and is cal­ 
culated to carry approximately 
155,000 pounds loaded, would 
have never been able to land and 
take-off at the average airport 
contiguous to a community the 
size of Palm Springs. Further, it 
was added, that if the airport is 
operated by private individuals,

unwarranted restrictions of what 
planes may or may not land at 
the airfield may be placed in 
force. Under city management 
the same rules and regulations 
would apply to all types of air­ 
craft desiring to use the airport. 
The runways at the local air- 
base are of such length and 
thickness so that they can provide 
safe landings and take-offs by 
any size plane in existence now, 
or to be constructed for some 
time to come. 
ONE OF BIGGEST 
The new Douglas ship, called 
the C-74, has a wingspread of 
173.3 feet. From the nose to its 
tail it is 124 feet long and the 
rudder on its tail extends up into 
the air equal in height to the av­ 
erage three-story house. 
It is 
powered by four 3,000 horsepow­ 
er engines. While here, it was 
flight tested for propeller vibra­ 
tions and two of the engines had 
four-blade propellers and the re­ 
maining two had three-bladed 
“props." 
Despite its size, it can be oper­ 
ated by a four-man crew, a pilot, 
co-pilot, engineer and radio oper­ 
ator. Inside the fuselage there is 
an electric traveling crane used 
in loading the ship. Although this 
model of the C-74 has been con­ 
structed to carry cargo, its pas­ 
senger version, it is said, will be 
able to carry from 108 to 112 
people. Another feature of the 
giant plane are the cat-walks 
leading into the engine nacelles, 
enabling the engineer to make 
motor adjustments while in flight. 
BIGGEST ONE YET 
Ted Reed, local business man 
and president of the Chamber of 
Commerce airways 
committee, 
who inspected the Goliath of the 
air, was amazed at its size. 
“I’ve seen big airships before, 
but this is the biggest one I have 
seen yet,” he declared. 
A high ranking flying officer, 
who operated his own flight 
school before entering the Army 
in San Fernando valley, had this 
to say about the acquisition of 
the Army air base by the city of 
Palm Springs: 
WOULD MAKE MISTAKE 
“The average city the size of 
Palm Springs can’t possibly boast 
of an airport the size of this one. 
Nor could such cities afford to 
build one like it. Personally, I 
believe the city would be making 
a huge mistake if it relinquished 
control of the airport through 
leasing it to private persons or 
concerns. The field here will be 
a natural attraction for fliers 
from all over the west coast and 
the rest of the United States. A 
port this size with the potential 
profit to the city should be oper­ 
ated by a municipally appointed 
manager.”

I Rise to Remark 


By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


It would take more 
than 
a 
weekly column to report all the 
interesting things going 
on 
in 
Washington at ‘the present time, 
and particularly to report, as this 
column has tried to do over the 
years, details which do not al­ 
ways get into the news. 
You read a few days ago that 
Lieutenant G e n e r a l “Jim m y ’ 
Doolittle had appeared before the 
senate military affairs committee, 
to testify on the subject of a uni­ 
fied peacetime defense organiza­ 
tion. 
, . . 
His testimony developed into 
an argum ent between the secre­ 
tary of the navy and the secre­ 
tary of war, over the testimony 
itself on the subject of organiza­ 
tion, and over the question of 
whether the representative of one 
service should accuse representa­ 
tives of another service of lacking 
sincerity. 
General Doolittle testified, as 
his personal feelings, 
that 
all 
present methods of attack and de­ 
fense are practically outdated. He 
felt that we no longer had the 
advantage, at the beginning of 
a war, of interposing ships and 
long-range 
guns 
between 
this 
country and a possible attack. He 
said, in effect, that no force tied 
to the ground could counter-bal­ 
ance the threat of’attack, for fu­ 
ture threats would 
be 
by 
air 
power and must be met by air 
power. We hope, he said, that 
war will not occur again. If it 
does occur within the next few 
years, the weapons will undoubt­ 
edly be airplanes, presumably of 
types known today. If war does 
not come for another generation, 
as wars have been coming over 
history, he believes that the next 
war will be fought with equip­ 
ment wholly different from any­ 
thing on hand now. 
He suggested pilotless, gyro- 
stabilized, radio controlled, radar 
directed, 
projectiles, 
utilizing 
atomic energy as the explosive, 
and possibly using atomic energy 
as the propelling force. 
W hat irritated the secretary of 
the navy was his suggestion that 
no unnecessary airplanes, carriers, 
or battleships should 
be 
built, 
"The battleship is obsolete,” said 
General Doolittle, “I feel that the 
battleship has been obsolescent 
for the past tw enty years, and 
obsolete for the past ten. 
The 
carrier has reached probably its 
greatest degree of development; 
it has reached its highest useful­ 
ness now. and is going into obso­ 
lescence."

He gave the following startling 
information; 
“T h e 
c a r r i e r s 
dropped 6,760 tons of bombs on 
the 
Japanese 
mainland. 
T h e 
B-29's dropped 146,899 tons. Land- 
based airplanes dropped a total 
of 162,732 tons. In other words,

The Horses Can't Help It

Out in the northeast part of 
town a local paving contractor 
has recently pu t down several 
blocks of blacktop street paving. 
It is not a city job but being done 
for a sub-divider readying ad­ 
jacent lots for the m arket. The 
job is about finished. Frequently, 
since the blacktop was put down 
(at considerable expense), horse- 
backers have ridden on the pav­ 
ing. There probably is a city o r­ 
dinance against this. The horses 
probably prefer the gravel at the 
side, but the riders are eith er ig­ 
norant of the dam age they cause 
or are w illfully destroying w hat 
has been a good and costly job. 
On one occasion a young woman 
raced her steed at goodly gallop, 
probably to hear the feet go plop- 
plop, for she w ent about a block 
and got off the horse. A nother 
tim e two boys raced their horses 
the full length of the paving and 
gleefully watched their trail just 
to see the flying bits of blacktop 


which the horses hooves kicked 
into the air. 
Now the m oral of this little 
tale is—either people are careless 
or mean. The paving was hard 
to secure. The m aterials have just 
been released for public use. The 
contractor states that a t least on 
one of these occasions it cost him 
over $20.00 to get the holes filled 
and levelled. As it has happened 
a num ber of tim es it looks like a 
rather sordid form of sniping. It 
seems th at someone should do 
som ething about it. B ut who? 
W hat about the Los Compadres? 
Or the stables 
who 
rent 
the 
horses? 
O r the 
police d epart­ 
ment? Or the city 
paving 
or 
street departm ent who will likely 
take the street over w hen it is 
completed? The horses can’t do 
anything, 
but 
sensible 
people 
might. And all real horse lovers 
are bitterly against anything like 
this because they know in tim e 
it w ill only bring on m ore strin ­ 
gent rules.

Deserts of 
The World 


We have discussed w hat consti­ 
tutes a desert and how one is 
formed. Also, we pointed ou t that 
over 17 per cen t of the entire 
earth ’s surface is of an arid cli­ 
mate. 
W here are these great 
desert areas, and how do they 
com pare w ith o u r own? 
There are five great desert re­ 
gions of the w orld. In general ap­ 
pearance 
and 
broader 
aspects 
they resem ble one another very 
much. 
By far the largest desert of all 
stretches across two continents, 
Africa and Asia, from the A tlan­ 
tic to the Pacific in an east-w est 
direction. It has been given the 
inclusive name of the G reat Pa- 
learctic Desert, b u t in each coun­ 
try it has a local name. In North 
Africa it is the Sahara desert, in­ 
cluding the Moroccan, Algerian, 
Nubian, 
Libyan 
and 
Egyptian 
deserts. W estward 
it continues 
through nearly 
all 
of A rabia, 
through Persia and Asia Minor, 
and into the great Thar desert of 
India. H ere it swings northw ard 
through T urkestan into th e fa­ 
mous deserts 
of 
Mongolia and 
the Gobi. W hat a huge area this 
desert encompasses, indeed! 
The average 
person’s 
idea of 
the Sahara is th a t of a vast re ­ 
gion of rolling sand dunes, m il­ 
lions of 
acres 
of 
nothing but 
sand. This erroneous im age has 
been fostered by movie produc­ 
ers. A ctually only a sm all per­ 
centage of the Sahara is of the 
sandy type (know n to geograph­ 
ers as “Erg”). Much of it con­ 
sists of great expanses of wind- 
and 
rain-denuded 
rock; 
this 
type of desert is called "Ham- 
mada.” Other portions of the Sa­ 
hara are made up of beds of pure 
gravel 
and 
pebbles 
(called 
“Reg”), and still others are cov­ 
ered 
by 
rough 
steep 
desert 
mountains, not unlike our own. 
In m any ways m uch of the G reat 
Palearctic D esert 
of A frica and 
Asia is quite sim ilar to A m eri­ 
can deserts. 
SOUTH AFRICAN 
AND AUSTRALIAN 
A second great area of extrem e 
aridity is to be found in South 
Africa. This region is divided lo­ 
cally into two deserts: th e K ar­ 
roo and the K alahari. In general 
appearance they are m uch like 
ours. 
They 
abound 
in 
fossil 
rem ains, and furnish paleontolo­ 
gists w ith a huge storehouse of 
fossil m am m al-like reptiles from 
the distant past. 
In A ustralia w e see th e third 
large desert. 
In fact, nearly the 
whole interior of th at continent 
is of an arid clim ate. Locally it 
is divided into the A runta, the 
Gibson, 
and th e G reat Victoria 
deserts. Some of the m ost prim i­ 
tive hum ans 
surviving 
on this 
globe, the so-called Bushm en, in­ 
habit the fringes of this great 
desert region. 
THE AMERICAN DESERTS 
The fourth of our five main 
desert areas of the w orld lies in 
South A m erica in Chile, Peru, 
and part of Patagonia. Its local 
nam e there is the A tacam a des­ 
ert, and portions of it are u n ­ 
doubtedly th e most arid of all 
deserts. 
O ur own deserts form p art of 
the fifth, and last, big desert 
area, which extends in its steppe 
form almost into C anada in east­ 
ern W ashington 
and southw ard 
well into 
northern 
and central 
Mexico. 
E astw ard 
it 
ranges 
across A rizona and southern New 
Mexico to southw estern Texas. It, 
too, has m any local nam es. 
In 
central Mexico, it is the Chihau- 
huan desert, in northern Mexico, 
the Sonoran. T he G ila desert oc­ 
curs in Arizona, and in Califor­ 
nia, of course, w e find th e Mo-

jave and the Colorado deserts. 
The G reat 
Basin 
area further 
north 
can 
be 
considered 
the 
sem i-arid or steppe transition be­ 
tw een true desert and more h u ­ 
mid climates. 
Because the Mojave and Col­ 
orado deserts border upon one 
another should not im ply th at 
they can ge grouped together as 
one desert. In contrast, however, 
they are unusually distinct, hav­ 
ing different p lan t and anim al as­ 
sociations, as well as quite dif­ 
ferent geological histories. P rox­ 
im ity does not necessarily m ean 
close sim ilarity. 
THIN POPULATIONS 
No desert area is thickly popu­ 
lated. 
The very clim ate w orks 
against it. Therefore, hum an set­ 
tlem ents are scattered and lim it­ 
ed by perm anent sources of w a­ 
ter, either w ell or river. 
Only 
four per cent of the w orlds’ peo­ 
ples live in arid regions. 
Nearly every desert is travers­ 
ed by an exotic river. In the Sa­ 
hara it’s the Nile; in th e Middle 
East, the Tigris and Euphrates. 
In Chile it’s th e Rio Loa, and 
here in A m erica it’s the m ighty 
Colorado. Along these rivers the 
desperate 
native 
people 
haye 
congregated, assured of w ater in 
an otherw ise 
w aterless 
region. 
And because of 
this 
ability to 
settle down and raise crops, civ­ 
ilizations 
arose, 
especially 
on 
those delta fans w here rich soils 
had been deposited. 
N early every great desert pos­ 
sesses an inland body of w ater, 
a sea or lake. These seas have no 
outlets. If the rate of inflow ex ­ 
ceeds the 
rate 
of evaporation, 
then the w ater will rem ain fresh. 
If the evaporation is faster than 
the inflow, 
then 
th e sea will 
gradually become saline, and be 
unfit for drinking purposes. Most 
desert lakes 
are 
of the saline 
type. Exam ples of such inland 
bodies are the Caspian and Dead 
Seas in the great Palearctic des­ 
ert, Lake Eyre in central A ustra­ 
lia, and of course the G reat Salt 
Lake and th e Saltón Sea here in 
America. 
Local stream s, usually trib u ta­ 
ries of the big exotic rivers, are 
seasonal in desert countries, and 
most of the tim e arc nothing but 
dry beds of sand. These are called 
arroyos or wadis. 
In tim es of 
flood they m ay overrun th eir 
banks and do untold dam age be­ 
fore subsiding, 
so 
quickly and 
heavily does the desert rain ty p ­ 
ically fall. 
. 
All over deserts, and especial­ 
ly along subterranean earthquake 
fault lines, you will find fresh­ 
w ater springs. 
In 
the Sahara 
these are know n as oases, and 
usually palm s 
have 
sprung up 
around the source of w ater. P a r­ 
allel cases occur in our own palm 
canyons, as near Palm Springs. 
Vegetation, though sparse, oc­ 
curs 
over 
nearly 
all 
deserts. 
Three m ain desert areas w hich 
are alm ost devoid of all plant 
life are (1) sand dunes, (2) b ar­ 
ren rock floor exposed by w ind 
and rain, and (3) alkaline salt 
flats, w hich can support only a 
very specialized form of vegeta­ 
tion. No desert area, either, can 
actually be said to be w ithout 
anim al life in some form. 
The 
deserts m ay be poor, but they’re 
certainly not dead! 
Now th a t w e’ve endeavored to 
explain 
th e 
w hat, 
why, 
and 
w here of deserts, next week w e’ll 
discuss the HOW. First, we’ll dis­ 
cover how plants have adapted 
them selves to living in desert re ­ 
gions. T hen w e’ll note how an i­ 
mals have done the same, and 
lastly, how m an him self, in the 
form of the Indian, has accom­ 
plished the fact.

Statements of County Assessor That 
Present Inflated Costs To Be Ignored 


New and prospective home builders of Palm Springs who have 
feared exceptionally high taxes because of the inflated construc­ 
tion costs, were given good news here this week by County Asses­ 
sor Frank Burchfield.

In a conference with the ex­ 
ecutive committee of the Palm 
Springs Chamber of Commerce, 
Burchfield declared that his of­ 
fice will not take the present 
building cost as a basis for de­ 
termining the assessed valuation 
of property, but rather will use 
the building 
costs 
of approxi­ 
mately 1939 and 1940. 
LESS THAN NOW 
At that 
tim e 
building costs 
were averaging 
$4 
to 
$5 per 
square foot, as compared with the 
present cost of from $7.50 to $9.00. 
Murchfield also said that he is 
not accepting as the “fair value” 
of property the inflated prices at 
which much of the city and farm 
lands are being sold in Riverside 
county. Instead, he is endeavor­ 
ing to maintain a parity between 
these valuations in all parts of 
the county and adopting a policy 
of “wait and see” to determine 
whether these valuations are to 
be permanent. 
CHAIRMAN HERE 
Even 
if 
assessed 
valuations 
were 
increased on property in 
Palm Springs, taxpayers would 
pay no more taxes if the tax- 
levying bodies scaled down their 
rates accordingly, Burchfield ex­ 
plained, adding that “we asses­ 
sors get most of the blame for 
raises in taxes although we deal 
only 
with 
the 
valuations 
of 
properties.”

THE PEOPLE S PAYROLL 


By ETHEL GILLETT WHITEHORN 


Since the first day of November a brisk debate has been going 
on in the United Stales Senate. The subject is “Reorganization of 
Government Agencies"—Senate Bill 1120. As of this date, Decem­ 
ber 5, no vote has been recorded. 
It will be interesting to learn 
the outcome of this measure in both the Senate and the House of 
Representatives, for the people will then know whether or not 
economy in government, so earnestly demanded by them, is forth­ 
coming. 
<£>--------------------------------------------------------------------------------- 
The proponents of the bill be­ 
lieve 
that 
President 
Truman 
should be granted the right to re­ 
duce 
the 
bloated 
bureaucracy 
which has be-devilled the Ameri­ 
can people for more than a de­ 
cade. Those opposed are uphold­ 
ing Constitutional law in that re­ 
organization is a legislative func­ 
tion belonging to the Congress, 
and therefore should not be dele­ 
gated 
to 
the 
executive. 
And 
while the debate goes on and on, 
one factor stands out so crystal 
clear that it is amazing the Sen­ 
ators don’t fully recognize it, re ­ 
move all obstacles and get down 
to cases. That factor is the imme­ 
diate necessity to protect the sol­ 
vency of this great republic. Cer­ 
tainly there is a greater urge for 
common-sense spending 
and a 
balanced budget today, than ever 
before in the history of this na­ 
tion. 
PEOPLE MUST PAY 
Government, 
itself, 
has 
no 
money. It can function properly 
only through the ability of the 
people to pay taxes. 
When the 
heads of government, and especi­ 
ally those who are not our elect­ 
ed representatives, capitalize on 
waste and 
extravagance, 
they 
jeopardize the peoples’ ability to 
properly finance 
this, the most 
powerful nation 
in 
the world. 
That America can and must re ­ 
main solvent is the grave and so­ 
ber prayer of every loyal citizen. 
The following facts, taken from 
the Congressional 
Record, No­ 
vember 9, 
1945 — page 
10738, 
should bring the people face to 
face with present-day grim real­ 
ities: 
1. 
“We have a $300,000,000,000 
debt to pay. That is the cost of 
war. 
2. 
We have appropriated bil­ 
lions of dollars to rehabilitate the 
peoples in foreign lands. 
Uncle 
Sam will be called on time and 
time again to appropriate more. 
3. 
Today there are nearly four 
time as many federal employes 
as there were in 1939. There are 
nearly four times as many bu­ 
reaus, departments and agencies 
as there were in 1939. 
TO PROTECT JOBS 
4. 
Today, in the federal serv­ 
ice, there are 3,600,000 employes 
scattered throughout the length 
and breadth of this nation as well 
as outside the country. Every lit­ 
tle town, every county seat has 
5, 6, 8 or 10 branch bureaus of 
the government. 
This civilian 
army has great 
political power. 
We can justly say that each of 
the 3,000,000 employes located in 
this country can control two or 
three votes. So we have a vast 
voting army of seven, eight or 
nine million votes, which can be 


cast one way or the other to pro­ 
tect existing jobs. 
5. 
In the executive office of 
the President there are 13 princi­ 
pal component parts. 
In the 10 
major departments authorized by 
law there are 499 bureaus and 
agencies. 
6. 
In the 23 major war agen­ 
cies which were created by exec­ 
utive order there 
are 
364 bu­ 
reaus, and each head of a bureau 
is constantly trying to increase 
his personnel. 
Under the civil 
service regulations the salary of 
the head of a bureau is increased 
in proportion to the employes un­ 
der him. 
7. 
There are 26 independent 
agencies which are not respon­ 
sible to any of the main depart­ 
ments of government. 
Those 26 
agencies have 265 main bureaus 
and agencies under them. So to­ 
day we 
have 
1,141 component 
parts of the great bureaucracy 
which has been created — not 
elected by the people. 
ONLY A PART 
8. 
The civilian payroll—paid 
by the taxpayers, totals $9,000,­ 
000,000. In 1933 the total cost 


of government was only $4,000,­ 
000,000. 
9. The 
money 
question 
is 
merely one part of the problem. 
The other part is the duplication 
of activities in Washington. For 
example, as to housing, 22 units 
now are engaged in housing ac­ 
tivities; 27 agencies are engaged 
in work having to do with stand­ 
ards and inspection; 24 are en­ 
gaged in map-making; 16 in edu­ 
cation; 
14 in surplus property 
disposal; 14 in the field of safe­ 
ty; 27 in labor relations; 16 in 
water power and power; 10 in 
veteran’s aid; 20 in conservation 
of natural resources; 24 in re­ 
habilitation; 22 in insurance; 21 in 
transportation; 93 in government 
lending; 37 in foreign trade; 45 
in investigations; 
37 in public 
health; 
27 in employment mat­ 
ters;; 305 in national defense; 65 
in business relations; and 44 in 
agriculture.” 
There is no bureau whose job 
is to cooperate with the people 
of America. Bureaus don't func­ 
tion in that manner. 
They are 
government by men—not govern­ 
ment by law. Our Republic is a 
government by the people, of the 
people, and for the people. If we 
expect to maintain it as such, all 
we must do is to notify our Con­ 
gressmen at once that we aren’t 
monkeys dancing to the tune of 
the money-grinders.

H aving in mind chiefly the pro­ 
tection of the property values 
along the valuable highw ay fro n t­ 
age 
along 
highway 
111 
from 
W hitew ater Point to La Quinta, 
the board of directors emphasized 
in their action that unrestricted 
construction 
during 
the 
years 
ahead m ight well do irreparable 
dam age to areas potentially v alu ­ 
able for subdivisions, hotels, guest 
ranches 
and 
high-grade 
farm s 
along this 30-mile stretch. 


MORE PROTECTION 


M eanwhile, hotel and property 
ow ners in th e Palm Village, Mi­ 
rage and La Quinta districts al­ 
ready are taking initial steps to­ 
w ard united action th at would 
provide 
even 
more 
protection 
than would be affo d eJ 
by 
a 
county ordinance. They will seek 
to gain the support of all prop­ 
erty ow ners for set-backs and 
other lim itations, all designed to 
m aintain th e high character of 
the desert lands.

To Come Home 


The 
D esert 
Sun 
th is 
week 
received a letter from a GI friend 
stationed at K arachi, India, who 
is very much incensed because 
the boys over there are delayed 
in com ing home. Following is an 
excerpt from his letter and an­ 
o ther letter w ritten by tw o of his 
fellow G l’s: 
"Enclosed is a letter written 
by a couple of my GI friends, 
which appeared 
in 
our post 
newspaper. There is little that 
I nor anyone else, who may be 
familiar 
with 
demobilization 
procedure, can add. It is self- 
explanatory 
in 
every 
sense. 
Therein lie the emotions and 
feelings of every lad who is 
stationed in torrid and infested 
country—a country where the 
human being prays that in his 
reincarnation 
his 
spirit 
may 
enter the body of a swine so as 
to raise his 
living 
standard. 
Yes, Carl, this 
is 
a 
country 
where the beast 
is 
God and 
man is a beast." 
The letter he refers to follows: 
STANDING SHORT 
By Kenn Pothoven 
and Hal Walker 
KARACHI, India. 16 Nov.—The 
"S anta Rosa,” the "Torrens,” the 
“G eneral Meigo,” the 
‘G eneral 


McRea,” th e "G eneral R ichard­ 
son.” 
These are the nam es of a few 
of the ships which have been al­ 
located to the India Burm a th e ­ 
atre for the purpose of evacuating 
A m erican soldiers. 
They are precious ships. They 
are the most precious ships in 
the world. They w ere the ships 
that were allocated to take us 
home. That is the purpose for 
which they w ere sent to India. 
But it seem s that they (as has 
been the case with many less- 
precious commodities) have been 
w ilfully m isappropriated. 
And the ticket of 
admission 
home is higher than the value of 
American 
citizenship 
and 
the 
debt owed to victorious soldiers 
for a victory. 
The gratitude of an arm y and a 
nation to its soldiers-is m easured 
in dollars and cents—translated 
into term s of fare paying civilians 
of another land. 
Because civilians—Indian stu ­ 
dents—are returning to A m erica 
on these ships as paid passengers! 
They are visiting 
A m erica 
to 
study—at the expense 
of 
the 
home-hungry' G l’s who 
thought 
the ships came for them. 
These students are occupying 
space that belongs to men w ith 
no greater claim to transporta­ 
tion than the fact they are tired, 
homesick and eligible for 
dis­ 
charge. And they ju st "w ant to 
go home.” 
There have been rum ors th at 
these ships w ere carrying Indian 
students. Rumors th at the A mer-

ican soldier is being deprived of 
his right to return to that which 
he tem porarily forsook so that he 
might return and find it safe. 
We discounted most of these 
rumors. The w ords d idn't tran s­ 
late easily into the fam iliar idiom 
of "loyalty” and “faith in the 
leaders appointed over us.” M ay­ 
be we didn't w ant 
to 
believe 
these reports. B ut at least part of 
them are true. Terribly true. 
The sobering reality of an of­ 
ficial passenger-list from the S.A. 
“Torrens” contains the nam es of 
fifty Indian students. Traveling 
"troop class.” 
And fifty American 
soldiers 
are being delayed in 
favor 
of 
fifty paid passengers. Fifty A m er­ 
icans have been sold down the 
river for A m erican dollars! 
There have been other rum ors. 
There are reports th at 200 stu ­ 
dents sailed on the “Santa Rosa,’ 
59 on the “Meigo,” 
68 
on 
the 
"Richardson,” 
and 
37 
on 
the 
“McRea.” 


These reports may not be true. 
We will accept them as rum ors, 
for the tim e being. But the civi­ 
lians now on their way to A m er­ 
ica on the “Torrens" are not ru ­ 
mors! 
The 
"K arachi 
G azette” 
printed the story yesterday—and 
we have an official passenger list 
in the files of the Gateway. 
It’s pretty hard to take. It’s 
going to be even harder to e x ­ 
plain. 
. 
No doubt they could w rite it 
off as “cem enting international 
relations.” Or they may sim ply 
say: “No comm ent." It is possible 
that your correspondents will be 
taken to task. 


B ut w hatever they say or do— 
it will not correct w hat has been 
done. And the G l’s who watched 
the “Torrens” weigh anchor will 
have another nam e for it. They 
won’t call it “cem enting our in­ 
ternational relations.” 
They will ‘.'all it w hat it is— 
the best (and rottenest) exam ple 
of misplaced authority y et re ­ 
corded—and 
the 
dirtiest 
trick 
ever played upon the m en who 
deserve it least. The m atter will 
doubtless be investigated. 
And w hile the band plays the 
second chorus, we will listen to 
the “official explanations.” 


But the guy th at’s sitting on 
his barracks-bag, w atching the 
civilians walk up the gangplank 
and dream ing of C hristm as at 
home—won’t be listening. 
He will be tuned to the music 
of a baby’s laugnter 
and 
the 
Christm as carols on the radio. 
And w hen the noise of tru th 
and sensibility rings louder than 
the bells tw elve thousand miles 
away, he'll look around him. And 
he w on't like w hat he sees. 
Because som ebody is standing 
short! W hoever is responsible for 
mixing the cem ent of in tern a­ 
tional relations w ith 
tears 
of 
wives and sw eethearts, at the e x ­ 
pense of the men who 
u nder­ 
wrote 
o u r 
so-called 
“foreign 
policy"—sold these m en short! 
G l's expected better treatm ent 
at the hands of those they served. 
They are entitled fo b etter tre a t­ 
ment. 
The man left on the dock p rob­ 
ably has at least tw o years aw ay 
from home. A m ple tim e to reflect 
upon the dangerous rum ors th at 
were said to be spread by enem y 
spoilers. 
He doesn't w ant 
to 
believe 
those rumors. 


‘Demobilization 
deliberately 
being delayed" and “the m ilitary 
are seeking to build an em pire” 
were reputedly the m outhings of 
propagandists from abroad. But 
the m eter strangely fits the es­ 
sentially A m erican “official re ­ 
ports” and “no com m ent” com ­ 
muniques. And w hile the m ilitary 
band plays the music, GI Joe 
hums the words. 
The fifty civilians who w alked 
up the gangplank of the “T or­ 
rens” should have been Jones

It probably started in 
W ashington, D.C., w here the G I 
used to think his court of last 
appeal was alw ays in session— 
assuring him th at w hile in serv­ 
ice his rights were equal and his 
treatm ent normal. 


GI Joe never com pletely under­ 
stood the com plicated ram ifica­ 
tions of foreign policy and diplo­ 
matic intrigue. But he's learning. 
He's learning fast, because the 
medicine is stronger 
and 
the 
doses larger. No one will blam e 
the Indian civilians who seek to 
im prove th eir education at forty- 
five. They are entitled to all th at 
America can offer and welcome! 
But Joe w ants to go home first! 
He w ants to go to school, too. He 
has a lot of reasons th a t are im ­ 
portant to him alone—and th ere­ 
fore im portant to us all. 


H e’s learned that a good soldier 
does not question executive pro­ 
cedure. But Joe isn’t thinking in 
term s of a good soldier. Joe never 
was a soldier. He w as a civilian 
in 
uniform . 
A curious civilian 
who had learned to ask “w hy” 
as soon as he could talk. 
The phoney excuses and ridicu­ 
lous com m uniques from the w ar 
departm ent are w earing a little 
thin. It’s high tim e the law -m ak- 
ers of the nation Joe represented 
abroad did som ething about him. 


ACTION—NOT EXCUSES 
It’s high lime congress: 
(A) Declared the war ended 
and stripped the extraordinary 
powers from those not used to 
or qualified for it. 
(B) Did something about get­ 
ting American citizens back on 
American soil! 
(C) Stopped the use of Amer­

He w ants 
to know so that he can continue 
to play the game fairly. 
Nobody ever accused Joe of 
standing short.
